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MOVE MASSACRE 
AND MUMIA 


May 19 marks the 6th ami- 
versary of the Vietnam style ` 
bombing on a city block in 
Philadelphia. In 1985, 1008 
of Philadelphia police ser- 
ved a warrant to the resi- 
dence of 6221 Osage St. This: 
was the home of a self- +l 
determining black community 
organization called MOVE ‘who 
violated a court order” by 
using a loud speaker on 
their roof. MOVE refused to 
leave the house out of fear 
for their lives and refusal 
to back down to the police 
instigated confrontation. At 
5:25- PM, the city dropped a 
bomb on the MOVE house which 
ended up burning down 61 


‘homes and leaving 250 people 


homeless. 11 out of the 13 
MOVE members died as a re- — 
sult, two of which were’ 
children shot in the back 
while running down an alley 


‘trying to escape the flery 
‘blaze. This was a planned 


action organized by the city 
in order to eliminate MOVE. : 
several MOVE members still 
languish in prison from a 
police attack in 1978. The

Currently in Canada, three 

major dam projects are being 
developed, the Oldman River 

Dam, the Rafferty Alameda and 
James Bay 2. The effects of 
the Oldman River Dam -being 
built in Southwestern Alberta 
have been revealed to be 
hazardous not only to the 
Peigan Indians, who live on 
the banks of the Oldman River 
but also to the environment. 
Some of the immediate effects 
will be the destruction of 
habitat home to mule deer, 
birds of prey and several 
rare plant species. The dam 
will also cause serious soil 
erosion and the closure of a 
fishery, Water that is clean 
will soon become polluted on 
Peigan land. This, similar to 
what has happened to the Cree 
‘in Northern Quebec, will lead 
to levels of toxicity in fish 
and other hunted animals. The 
dam is near comple-tion after 
3 years of construction. 

There has been resistance 
to this project. Milton Born 


With a Tooth, a Peigan Lone- 


fighter, was arrested on 
September 13, 1990 after a 
confrontation with police and 
government workers on Septem- 
ber 7, 1990. This event 
occurred after the Peigan 
Lonefighters set up camp on 
the banks of the Oldman and 
dug a diversion ditch on the 
river that would render the 
dam useless, The government 
sent in the police after this 
had been done and Milton

environmental panel hired to 
review the dams ouit after 
the province refused to stop 
working on them. The project 
is now work-ing on around the 
clock so it will be finished

fired the camps only gun twice 
into the air. For this, Milton 
now faces 18 months in jail if 


his appeal in late May is 
turned down. 

Despite all of the protests 
by natives and environmenta- 
lists, the Alberta government 


Still refuses to reconsider 


this disastrous project. This 
refusal has triggered the 
thought that the dam's pur- 


pose is not to help the 100 
‘sugarbeet farmers as proposed 


but actually a link In a pro- 
posed Interbasin water trans- 


_ fer scheme designed over 20 


years ago. The Interbasin 
transfer is a plan to divert 


water flowing north to the 


Artic back south to southern - 
Alberta. the water will not 

be used by Albertans but will 
be pumped south Into the 

water hungry U.S. The con- 


Structlon of another dam pro- 
ject the Rafferty-Alameda in 


Saskatchewan adds to these 
suspicions. The insistence of 


‘before more protests arise. 


One of the most important 
aspects of this dam is the 
insistence of the U.S. that 
these dams be built. The 
reason is that the U.S. has 
already given $17 million 
out of $50 million to the 
province. Why is Saskatchewan 
being paid $50 million by the 


U.S. to bulld dams that are

tion and recreation for the 
people living In Saskatche- 
wan?

charged with the murder of 
a cop and all received a 
sentence of 30 to 100 years. 
Evidence shows that MOVE 
could not have possibly kil- 
led him and it is speculated 
that the bullet came from 
another cop's gun, 
Mumia Abu Jamal, a former 
Black Panther member and 
supporter of MOVE, was the 
only journalist to reveal 
MOVE's side of what happened 
during their mass trial in 
1979. Mumia, better known as 
"the Voice of the Voiceless', 
used his journalistic skills

De-reguiation brought to 
the Industry by the federal 
government has removed some 
relief the truckers had from 
absorbiantly taxed Canadian 
gasoline prices. Prices which 
recently have seen another 
rise of 1.7 cents a litre due 
to tax Increases in the new 
Ontario budget. The de- 
regulation combined tax in- 
crease threatens the livell-. 
hood of thousands of Cana- 
dian truckers, who have seen 
800 jobs already. lost since 
ue-reguiation came in. Ameri- 
. can truckers can also claim 
their rigs as a tax write off 
within three years, it takes 
thirteen years for Canadian 
Truckers to do the same here. 
So the truckers have taken 
their anger to the streets 
‘these past few weeks. 
Earlier this month, truck- 
ers did a symbolic blockade 
of the Ambas-sador bridge 


and radio show on WUHY to 
focus on the community in 
Philadelphia. His actions 

were feared by the state and 
in turn Mumia became a target 
of the FBI counter intelli- 
gence program (COINTELPRO) 
partially directed at demobi- 
lizing black community orga- 
nizations. 

On December 9, 1981, while 
driving his cab, Mumia had 
stopped when a black man was 
seen being beaten by a cop. 
Planning to. intervene un- 
armed, Mumia was shot and 
moments latter the cop lay 
dead by a weapon that was 
never retrieved. Mumia was 


‘running from Windsor to 
‘Jetroit. The two day occupa- 
ition ended when the federal 
igovernment agreed to talk 

with the truckers, These 

‘talks proved fruitless and 

‘the truckers once again took 
their grievances to the 
streets. On May 13th truck 
drivers tried to surround the: 
Parliament buildings in- 

Ottawa but were pushed back 
by Provincial police. Frus- 
trated truckers left Ottawa 


- on a trek to Toronto, where 


they began slow downs on the 
401 near Bellvilfe, when the 
convoy reached Toronto the 
high-way had to be shutdown, 
causing major traffic jams 
during rush hour. 


All in all the truckers 
have had the support of the 
public. One passerby com- 
mented "If | had a truck, 
I'd be out there with them.".. 
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charged with murder in the 
first degree even though 
substantial evidence has 

shown him to be innocent. 
Mumia's situation is critical 
for he has exhausted all of 
his appeals and sits on death 
row in Huntington Prison, PA. 
awaiting his execution this 
year, The case of Mumia Abu 


Jamal and MOVE shows the 
extent that the American 
government will go to silence 
community activisism.

Ather forms of support came 
from people who showed up 
with placards and: hung ban- 
ners over bridges showing 
solidarity with the truckers. 
After an overnight shutdown 
of the highway the truckers 
ended their occupation when 
the federal government agreed 
to a new round of talks. The 
truck drivers agreed not to 
initiate any slow downs dur- 
ing this past Victoria 
holiday weekend, „which also 


would instil! public support. , 


The truckers vowed to be back 
on the road again If talks . 
proved fruitless. (e.g. As 
predicted the truckers are 
out again when talks cut 
off). 

On the provincial level, 
Ontario's "socialist" NDP 
government were quick to 
pass the buck, blaming the 
federal government solėly 
for the plight of the truck- 
ers, yet offering no support 
from the effects of their 
own tax levy. The federal 
conservative government séems 
to be holding firm to it's 
de-reguiation policy, which 
shows a dangerous trend that 
is following patterns In the 
U.o. and britain. 

The Canada/U.S. free trade 
deal has already resulted in 
thousands of Canadian jobs 
lost, combined with policies | 
such as de-reguiation the 
situation will only get 
worse! It is not hard to 
understand why the truckers 
are receiving public sup- 
port, we wish them our best!

resources will be funnelled 

to the U.S. at the expense 

of native americans and the 
environment. James Bay 2. (see 
issue #6, Community Charge) 
further proves this point. . 
Flooding 3 million acres of ' 
habitat and Cree land to 
provide cheap energy to . 
industry and the U.S. makes 

no sense. The cost of these 


„three projects is unnecessary
